convicts at Coal Creek cannot be obtained. 
The Knox Iron company is very reticent 


about the affair. The inspector returned from 
the mines yesterda says the troubles 
have been settled. st Thursday, at the din- 


ner hour, the convicts refused to leave the 
mines. They claimed the food was so bad and 
the tasks so heavy, that they could no longer 
endure it, and they would remain in the 
mines until better fare and more humane 
treatment were promised. The guards would 
promise nothing, and the convicts refused to 
move an _ inch, Every effort was 
then made to remove them to the stockade, 
peaceably, but they held out against threats 
and entreaties born of desperation. Then itis 
said the guards fired into them, wounding 
several negroes, but thisis denied. At an 

rate Friday afternoon they shut off the venti- 
lation andon Saturday evening the convicts 
yielded. The closing of the ventilation shaft 
drove them tothe mouth of the mine, and 
there they crowded around the opening fight- 


ing among themselves, for they endured 
the most fexecruciating torture before 


giving up and itis said seyeral of them were 
entirely exhausted when they surrendered.

Mr. Carlisle and those who 
agree with him must not expect to have 
things their own way in preparing a tariff bill. 
They must meet their brother democrats in 
a@ spiritof concession. And they have no 
right, either before or after the meeting of 
congress, to map out any tariff policy for 
the democratic party. . 

The country expects the fiftieth congress 
to reduce both taxation and revenue. There 
is but one way in which a reduction of taxes 
wil) certainly reduce revenue, and that is by 
eutting the internal revenue. A very large 
proportion of the reduction made by any 
tariff reform measure should come from the 
internal revenue.

COFFINS MADE OF PAPER. 


Some of the Novel and Ingenious Methods 
by Which Paper is Being Utilized. 
From the New York Mail. 

‘*Here is a neat style of coffin,’’ remarked a manu- 
facturer of such articles to a Mail and Express 
reporter yesterday afternoon, “it is the latest 
thing out, and is really quite popular.” 

The coftin did not seem to be different from the 
ordinary kind of casket. It was plainin style and 
finished in rosewood, beautifully marked, The 
handles were of solid silver, and the inside was 
handsomely covered with cushioned trimming of 
white silk, neatly quilied. It was evidently a 
coffin that any modest wan of simple tastes could 
offer no objection to being buried in. 

“What do you think of it?” 

“Jt isa very neat sort of a coffin, but I don’t see 
anything remarkable about it.”’ 

‘Lift one’end of it.” 

The reporter arched his back, grasped the handles 
firmly, and put his strength into a great lift. The 
casket rose as though it were made of painted air, so 
light was it, and the experimentor norrowly escaped 
falling on his back, 

“It feels as though it were made of paper. 
do you make them so light?” 

‘It is made of paper,’ answered the mannfacturer: 
“compressed paper. Itis cheaper than wood, can 
be pressed into shape, is more durable and can be 
made much more quickly and easily. The veneer- 
ing is.of another piece of paper, very thin, which is 
painted to resemble wood, by machinery. When 
the coffin is put together it is varnished and trimmed 
and then it is ready for occupancy.” 

“How did you happen to invent it?" 

“J didn’t invent it, but almost any one onght to 
bave done so. Paper his been used forcar wheels 
for years past. Doors are now made of this same 
substanc@, Twothick payer boards, stamped and 
molded into panels and glazed together with glue 
and potash, and then rolled through heavy rollers, 
are coming into use. They are better than wood, 
in that they will not shiink, swell, crack or warp. 
They are made water-proof wich a mixture, 

Boats are also made of pajer,’’ continned the 
manufacturer; “and for certain kinds of racing 
they are better eyen than the ordinay Kinds of 
wood, and far ch¢aper.”’ 

*You will soon e your whole coflin outof pa- 
per?’ suggested the reporter. 

“We are not far away from that now,’’ replied the 
maker. ‘They are making window glass from lin- 
en or cotton, modified by ebemical action. When 
the glass is made itis dipped in a preparaiion of 
eamphor and alcohol, which gives it the character 
of parchment. It can then be molded and cut into 

transpe Pent sheets thatare remarkably tough and 
can stand double the strain of the ordinary «lass. 
Y @:, air, it will not be long before not only ¢ oftins 
the dead but the houses for the living can be 
made from the foundation to the roof entirely out of 
paper. Who says we are not an inventive race?”

wailing and gmashing of teeth among the 
liquor men today. 

In half a dozen counties elections were 
brought on under the local option law. While 
the political hustings was deserted the chureheg 
were filled. Strange to say, in this lana of 
bitter hatred betWeen the races, engendered 
during the Tilden campaign of 1876, white 
preachers, often accompanied by white 
female workers, went down into the Cole 
ored churches and  prayéd with a 
vim for the abolition of the liquor traffic, 
The negroes were at first amazed, and the 
the amazement turned to pleasure when the 
found that their votes were courted by the 
whites. Colored men of prominenre were ap» 


pealed to to take their stand not “by” but | 


as “‘members of the better classes.” In other 
words the idea was carefully spread forth that’ 
“the Lord hath made His people one.” The 
liquor men, on the other hand, relied on the 
want of interest among the natives, the “cu. 
pidity of the yankee settlers,” and the well- 
known love of the negro for liquor to defeat’ 
prohibition. They introduced the Texas letter 
of Jefferson Davis to influence the ex. 
confederates, but this was offset by 
a letter  writt:n by Mr. Davig 
to a friend in Hamilton county, in which he 
declared that while opposed to state pro. 
hibition, he believed in the right of every come 
munity, acting for itself, to remove nuisanceg 
and to promote local order. 

As the elections passed off, one by one, the 
liquor men were treated to a series of surs 
prises. Alachua county, a second congo rea’ 
gion, where negroes are as thick as fleas, went 
dry by a clear negro majority. Orange county; 
the great center of yankee immigration, voted 
to kcep liquor out. The ex-confederates of 
Santa Rosa and Franklin found room unded, 
Jeff Davis’s local option letter to save 
their states rights scruples while 
running out what the preachers chare 
acterised as ‘“‘the rum devil.”’ Thus to date 
fifteen elections have been held, and of these 
twelve have voted dry, namely: Franklin, 
Santa Rosa, Suwannee, Baker, Polk, Colum. 
bia, Alachua, Marion, Clay, Brevard, Orange, 
Gadsden and Levy. 

Three counties failed to give a dry majerity, 
and it was here that the liquor men found how 
badly they had been euchred by the prohibi- 
tionists in the framing ofthe law. The act 
provides that one-fourth of the voters ofa 
county, by petition to the commissioners, can 
have an election within thirty days. When 
such election is held it is by districts. If 
the county should go “wet,” but one or 
two districts should happen to vote dry, 
they are so declared, notwithstanding the cen- 
eral result in the county. On the other hand, 


if the county should go dry, but several dix’ 


tricts should go “‘wet,’’ the rule is reversed, 
and the ‘“‘wet’’ districts are declared ‘‘dry.” 
This makes the prohibition cause an ever-in- 
creasing factor. It can always win but never 
loses. 

Other elections are rapidly coming on, 
Hillsborough county will vote on the 30th and 
it is a foregd conclusion that the prohibi- 
tionist will win. Leeand Pasco counties will 
vote on the 10th of October, and Bradford will 
vote four days later. In these counties the 
antis are pratically making nojfight, owing 
to the combination of church, ne 
gro, confederate and federal. 

Petitions for an election are being circala- 
ted in the county in which St. Augustine igs 
situated, and the old Spanish stronghold will 
surrender to the ideas of New England. «Inf 
many other counties petitions are being sigued 
up, so that before the winter is over, it is eunfi< 
dently expected that nine-tenths ef Florida 
will be as “dry” as a whistle. 

The last great fight will be in Jackson, ijle, 
and the prohibitionists will win. This is ow- 
ing to a variety of causes. The liquor element 
in Jacksonville is strong and influential, but 
it has played a disastrous part in local politics. 
The beldness of the gambliug ells 
and the houses of prostitution 
has called down on several. occasions 
the indignation of the people. They are tired 
of the efforts of the whisky ring and its peeul- 
iar allies to gain and hold power, and wil] vote 
for anything which will cripple the enemy. |

time to protect theirears. Those were not 
demanded by any rule.

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE AND WORKS 


Resolutions of Respect From the Atlanta 
Society of Medicine—Funeral Ar- 
rangements by Masons. 


Dr. James A. Gray died at his residence, No. 
5 Church street, shortly after 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 

Dr. Gray had been sick just twenty-one days, 
but his condition was not considered critical 
until within the past week or so. On Monday 
he was very low, but about midnight foll 
asleep and the faithful watchers at his bedside 
began to hope that this meant a change for the 
better. For an hour the indications were 
favorable, but shortly after one o'clock he 
-awoke and from that time began sinking 
until death relieved him from his 
sufferings. At the time of his death 


he was surrounded by the members of his fam- 
physician friends who 


have attended him so faithfully through all 
his illness.

Dr. James A. Gray 

was a native of Monroe county, Georgia, 
where he was born on the 29h of December, 
i849. He was the son of Dr, Joseph Gray,a 
prominent planter of that county. The son 
spent his early life in Monroe county, coming 
to Atlanta when he was about 25 years of age, 


where he began the study of medicine, matricu- 


| lating at the Atlanta Medical college, from 


which he graduated in the class of ‘79. He 
took first honor im a class which had forty- 
eight members. 

Leaving college, he began the practice of med- 
icine in this'city. He was eminently successful 
from the first. So marked was his ability that 
within a year afterjhis graduation his name 
was enrolled in the list of the faculty of his 
Alma Mater. At the time of his death he was 
proctor of the faculty of the college. He 
served four terms as secretary of the Georgia 
State Medical society,and in last April was 
reelected. He was editor and part proprietor 
of the Atlanta Medical and Surgical Journal, 
and the great success of this journal was narge- 
ly due to his individual efforts. His practice 
was a large one and his high ability was uni- 
versally conceded. 

In social life he was om yg {among o> by all 
who knew him. He wasa Master Mason of 
Fulton lodge, F. and A. M.; a member and 
medical examiner of Gate City lodge, K. of H.; 
was surgeon of the Atlanta Rifles, and a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta Society of Medicine. 

Dr. Gray was a consistent member of the 
First Methodist church, a man who carried his 
Christianity into his life. His aim it was to 
do good to his fellow-men. 

on the 26th of October, 1879, he married 
Miss Gertrude Harkins, daughter of John 
Harkins. His wife and an adopted son survive 
him. 

The news of the death of Dr. Gray cansed 
nniversal sorrow throughout the city, full, as 
it is, of his warm friends and admirers. It is 
but the truth to say that Dr. Gray was loved 
and honored by all who knew-him—loved be- 
cause of his great heart and the sacrifices he 
made for his fellow-men, and honored for his 
high attainments. He wasconsidered proba- 
bly the most promising young physician in the 
state, and was universally looked up to by his 


associates.
